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Grain  prices  generally  declined  in  the  July-September  quarter  reflecting  in 
part  record  crops  with  ample  supplies  and  a  smaller  export  demand.  As  a  result 
of  the  decline,  prices  the  first  three  weeks  of  October  were  well  below  a  year 
ago.  Stocks  of  wheat  on  October  1  were  9  percent  above  a  year  ago.  Feed  grain 
stocks  were  10  percent  less  than  last  year  and  40  percent  below  average.  Rye  and 
flaxseed  stocks  were  also  well  below  a  year  earlier. 

WHEAT  . . .  prices  declined  early  in  the  summer  as  prospects  materialized  for 
a  record  domestic  crop  and  continued  high  level  world  production.   Prices  contin- 
ued to  decline  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  new  crop-year  and  in  October  market 
prices  averaged  about  20j^  per  bushel  below  a  year  ago.   Ordinary  protein  spring 
wheat  showed  the  greatest  loss  with  increased  premiums  paid  for  higher  proteins. 
The  premium  for  15  percent  protein  wheat  averaged  24^  per  bushel  this  October 
compared  with  4^  a  year  earlier.  With  a  good  export  demand,  October  durum  prices 
were  only  6^  per  bushel  below  last  year.  Stocks  of  wheat  in  all  positions  on 
October  1  totaled  1,565  million  bushels  —  124  million  more  than  a  year  earlier 
but  with  that  exception  the  smallest  since  1953.  Exports  of  wheat  including 
flour,  July  through  September,  totaled  193  million  bushels  this  year  as  against 
230  million  last  year.  The  quantity  of  wheat  milled  the  first  quarter  was  about 
the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  Feeding  of  wheat  the  first  three  months  of  the 
season  increased  sharply  over  a  year  ago  reflecting  lower  prices  and  the  larger 
crop.  Wheat  supplies  in  Canada  for  1967-68  total  1,167  million  bushels.  This 
is  80  million  less  than  last  year's  record  as  the  larger  carryover  about  offset 
the  smaller  crop. 

RYE  . . .  declined  5(^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  during  the  July-October  period 
with  the  October  average  only  1^  below  a  year  ago.  Stocks  of  33   million  bushels 
in  all  positions  October  1  were  nearly  5  million  below  last  year.  Disappearance 
of  9.9  million  bushels  the  first  quarter  was  slightly  above  last  year  reflecting 
increased  use  for  feed.  Exports  of  0.9  million  bushels  compare  with  1.2  million 
exported  the  first  quarter  a  year  earlier.  The  quantity  milled  for  flour  and 
used  for  alcohol  production  increased  slightly  over  last  year.  Supplies  of  rye 
in  Canada  for  1967-68  total  21.7  million  bushels  as  against  27.8  million  for 
1966-67. 

CORN  . . .  prices  declined  10-12(^  per  bushel  in  the  July-September  quarter  as 
prospects  were  confirmed  for  a  record  crop  and  export  demand  remained  slow. 
Prices  at  principal  terminals  in  October  averaged  220f  per  bushel  below  October 
1966.  A  crop  of  4.7  billion  bushels  was  indicated  on  October  1  —  15  percent 
more  than  the  1966  outturn.  Carryover  stocks  on  October  1  were  the  smallest 
since  1953  and  totaled  817  million  bushels.  Around  315  million  bushels  were 
owned  by  CCC  or  under  reseal  loans  at  the  first  of  October.  Disappearance  of' 
corn  last  season  totaled  4,127  million  bushels.  This  is  265  million  less  than 
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for  1965-66  due  to  smaller  exports  and  reduced  feeding.  Exports,  grain  only,  of  4&2i 
million  were  208  million  less  than  the  previous  season.  The  quantities  used  for  wet" 
milling  and  alcohol  were  up  slightly  from  the  year  before.  The  balance  remaining 
for  feed  of  3.4  billion  was  down  slightly  from  the  1965-66  season.  Animal  units  for 
1966-67  are  estimated  at  177.9  million  compared  with  170.2  million  for  1965-66. 
Feeding  of  corn  per  animal  unit  totaled  19.2  bushels  last  season  as  against  20.4  for 
1965-66. 

OATS  ...  declined  3<£   per  bushel  at  the  farm  the  first  quarter  of  the  season. 
Prices  at  Midwest  terminals  in  October  were  4^  below  a  year  ago  but  at  Portland 
prices  were  nearly  20^  per  bushel  above  last  October.  Stocks  of  oats  in  all  posi- 
tions at  793  million  were  the  smallest  in  over  20  years  and  5  percent  less  than  last 
year.  First  quarter  disappearance  of  282  million  was  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
Exports  of  4  million  were  about  half  those  of  the  previous  year.  Canadian  supplies 
of  411  million  for  1967-68  are  90  million  below  those  for  1966-67. 

BARLEY  . . .  prices  declined  8^  per  bushel  at  the  farm  during  the  July-September 
quarter.  Malting  barley  at  Minneapolis  in  October  averaged  17^  below  a  year  ago 
while  prices  on  the  West  Coast  ranged  from  4i^  "to  20^  lower.  Stocks  in  all  positions 
totaled  378  million,  a  drop  of  2  percent  from  last  year.  Disappearance  the  first 
quarter  totaled  118  million  —  an  increase  of  9  million  over  the  same  period  a  year 
earlier.  Exports  of  12  million,  were  at  about  the  average  rate  but  slightly  below 
last  year.   Industrial  usage,  mainly  beer  and  alcohol,  was  up  slightly.  Barley 
supplies  in  Canada  for  1967-68  are  estimated  at  380  million  —  19  million  below  last 
year's  record. 

GPAIN  SORGHUM  ...  prices  dropped  17^  per  cwt.  in  the  July-September  quarter  as 
prospects  for  a  record  crop  materialized.   Prices  in  October  averaged  4^  per  cwt. 
below  a  year  ago  at  the  principal  terminals.  A  crop  of  442  million  cwt.  (789 
million  bushels)  was  indicated  on  October  1  —  10  percent  more  than  last  year  and  44 
percent  above  average.  Carryover  stocks  totaled  137  million  cwt.  as  against  219 
million  a  year  earlier.  With  the  smaller  carryover,  supplies  for  1967-68  at  579 
million  are  43  million  cwt.  below  1966-67.  Disappearance  of  485  million  cwt.  last 
season  was  11  million  more  than  the  previous  season  due  to  increased  feeding. 
Exports  of  138  million  cwt.  were  10  million  below  the  1965-66  record. 

SOYBEAN  . . .  prices  dropped  12^  per  bushel  at  Illinois  Points  in  the  July- 
September  quarter  and  in  October  averaged  36j^  below  October  1966.   October  1  condi- 
tions indicated  a  crop  of  994  million  bushels,  7  percent  more  than  the  1966  crop. 
(Supply  and  distribution  table  on  a  September  1  basis  is  shown  on  page  10  of  this 
report . ) 

FLAXSEED  . . .  prices  at  Minneapolis  averaged  around  a  penny  under  last  year  as 
demand  remained  slow  for  the  smaller  supplies.  Stocks  on  October  1  of  21.4  million 
were  26  percent  below  last  year.  First  quarter  crushings  of  3.6  million  and  exports 
of  1.8  million  were  toth  below  the  comparable  quarter  last  year.  Canadian  supplies 
of  22.1  million  bushels  for  1967-68  compares  with  33.2  million  for  1966-67.
